Undor the headline, "CIA and Right-Wing Elements Hovering Bohind- 
tho-Sceno as Loaders of Anti-Communism, Plots, and Corruptions," the 
Akahata . tho JCP nnewspaper, of 4 January 1965 dovotod pages 4 and 5 
to a report on tho discussion meeting hold by six, reporters of this 
paper in which the political posturo and the so-called 'dark environs* 
of tho Sato Cabinet wore purportedly taken up. 

The implication, in essence, of tho report is that the right- 
wing cabinets of Japan have been maintaining tics with CIA since 
Kishi's days and that although not as openly as Ikeda, Sato is
